Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 4/16/2007 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that combined references of Janky and Menig does not teach "periodically sending or receiving 
messages" is respectfully acknowledged but not deemed to be persuasive. 

The applicant argues various portions cited by the Examiner showing example of the interpretation of "periodically" leaving behind the 
general teachings of the combined cited art still covering the general concept of the applicant's invention. The Applicant's arguments are 
directed to semantic interpretation of the word "periodically" which the Examiner has given its broadest reasonable interpretation. The 
Examiner still does not see the distinction of what is argued on page 10, line 14, of the remarks, "Examiner has improperly changed the 
meaning or "periodically" to "regular time interval" which Merriam-Webster online dictionary defined "periodically" as "at regular time 
interval"". Just from that sentence alone, they appear as substantially semantically equivalent meanings. 
Applicant's argument that "broadcasting" is not the same as "periodically sending or receiving" is not found to be persuasive. 
According to google.com and various technical dictionaries, "broadcasting" is defined as "transmitting information during a period of time" 
(i.e. at a regular period of time). It is well known in the database art that broadcasting occurs periodically. 

Applicant also argues that the Examiner is attempting to improperly import features of a background art into an embodiment of the relied 
upon art. The Examiner contends if it is taught by the reference, then the Applicant is responsible for considering the cited art in its entirety 
including teachings of the background as they are representations of the state of the art. The background section is a required and critical 
part of the reference, its designed to discuss and help the reader understand the invention enclosed within. 
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
